WOMAN'S LIFE

Detectives investigating 


the mysterious death of 
forty-seven-year-old Miss 
Elizabeth Byford, whose 
body was exhumed at Ply- 
mouth, are trailing her 
movements right back to 
the village in which she 
was born. 


Bit by bit they are putting to- 
gether the jig-saw of her life and 
associations before she was rush- 
ed from her home at the Cornish 
village of St. Ann’s Chapel to a 
Plymouth hospital where she died 
a few days later. When her body 
was exhumed, it was stated that 
traces of arsenic had been found. 


When the detectives began their 
inquiries at St. Ann's Chapel, they 
found that Miss Byford had been 
known there as Mrs, Fiske, a wo- 
man of independent means. They 
also discovered that she and a 
man known to the villagers as 
Mr. Fiske had rented for a few 
weeks The Cafe, a seven-roomed 
house with a small shop attached. 
The shop hed been stocked, but 
never opened,

Detectives investigating 


the mysterious death of 
forty-seven-year-old Miss 
Elizabeth Byford, whose 
body was exhumed at Ply.

the village in which she 
was born. 


Bit by bit they are putting to- 
gether the jig-saw of her life and 
associations before she was rash- 
ed from her home at the Cornish 
village of St. Ann's Chapel to a 
Plymouth hospital where she died 
a few days later. When her body 
was exhumed, it was stated that 
traces of arsenic had been found, 


When the detectives began their 
inquiries at St. Ann’s Chapel, they 
found that Miss Byford had been 
known there as Mrs. Fiske, a wo- 
man of independent means, They 
also discovered that she and a 
man known to the villagers as 
Mr. Fiske had rented for a few 
weeks The Cafe, a seven-roomed 
house with a small shop attached. 
The shop had been stocked, but 
never opened,

Socn the Investigations were _ 
taking the police to hotels and” 
cottages In villages and towns 
in East Devon and Cornwall— 
among them Newton Poppleford, 
Sidmouth and Callington— 
where Miss Byford had stayed 
since 1938. 


Eventually the trail led back to 
the Hertfordshire village of New- 
gate Street, where Miss Byford 
was born, and’ where her mother 
died a few years ago, 


At Callington, which Is near 
St, Ann's Chapel. are some dis- 
used, arsenic mines, Samples of 
arsenic have been taken from 
the flue at the end of a refining 
chamber,-and from other parts 
of the mine. 


This type of arsenic, the coron- 
er was told at the inquest, could 
have been responsible for Miss 
Byford’s death. °

Small tracks are run 
through these circles to which are 
affixed tiny aeroplanes that can 
freely move about, Thus by look- 
ing at the device the residents 
wil Iknow__how far the enemy 


‘planes are from Chungking. - 

The device will be installed at 
all important approaches through- 
gut the municipality of Chungking. -

| political situation in which Russia 
finds herself to-day, though ob- 
viously it is no wit more confus- 
ed than Japan's situation, for 
Toltyo shakes hands with Russian 
Communism on one hand and 
fights alleged Communism in 
China with the other. 

It is felt in Washington that it 
is against this curious background 
that the sincerity of the Russo- 
Japanese Pact must be judged. 

Because of this. a number of 
observers feel that the Pact does 
not establish the security along the 
Manchukuo border which alone 
would permit: Japan to withdraw 
any considerable body of troops 


, either to reinforce the China Atmy 


or for use on other adventures 
elsewhere in Asia, 

While the reasons for signing 
the Pact are still not apparent, it 
ts Benerally taken for granted 
that it does not materially change 
the position in the Pacific or in 
Eust Asia and Mr. Hull's state- 
ment that the significance of the 
Pact can be over-estimated seems 
to size up the situation. 

Definitely the Pact has done 
Russia harm in her U.S, relations 
and there has been overnight a 
change of feeling in the State De- 
partment.
